r - When Richard H. Rovere' s article, "Notes on the Establishment in America" appeared in 
] the May, 1962 ESQUIRE, many hailed the erpos4 of the networks of subversion to change the 
' , American system, established on the Natural Law-Moral Order to "a new social order"-Naturalism, 
but few realized that Roveze was propagandizing and promoting a NEW, or as he called it, a "non" 

- E ct abli shment . This short outline will highlight only the barest details of these two networks. 

In his article, Rovere mentioned Gifford Pinchot, Nicholas Murray Butler, Charles Evans 
Hughes, Walter Lippmann, Reinhold Niebuhr and Philip L. Graham involved in THE ESTABLISHMENT. 
This is correct, for as far tack as the early ISOO's, Butler, Pinchot and Lippmann were involved 
in the networks of subversion. Both Butler and Pinchot were members of the RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
ASSOCIATION, (REA), which should be called RADICAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION. It was through this 
apparatus that nearly every large college, university, divinity school or seminary was used 
to indoctrinate the students with an ideology alien to Americanism. Mary E. Woolley and Harry 
F. Ward, two well known fronters, and John Dewey and William Heard Kilpatrick were affiliated 
with REA from its inception. Walter Lippmann was involved in the Intercollegiate Socialist 
Society, later the League for Industrial Democracy (LID) which carried the taint of Fabianism 
into nearly all the major colleges. This dual pattern of subversion in our society is evident 
in the networks and apparatuses. One mightbe slightly left and the other far left, but both 
carry the tainted ideologies end create a dual or parallel transmission belt line .

The NATIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION (NEA) is one of prime motivators in THE ESTABLISHMENT. 
Other organizations involved include the Int'l Sunday School Association, The Chautauqua, the 
Foundations, the CHURCH PEACE UNION, (CPU), -now called the COUNCIL OF RELIGION AND INTERNATION- 
AL AFFAIRS, the INT'L COUNCIL OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION, (TICORE), "parent" of the NATIONAL CODNCII 
OF CHURCHES, NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF CHRISTIANS AND JEW3, (KCCJ ) , NATIONAL RELIGION AND LABOR 
FOUNDATION, (NRLF), AMERICAN ACADEMY OF ARTS AND LETTERS, (AAAL) , the NATIONAL INSTITUTE OF 
ARTS AND LETTERS (NIAL), INSTITUTE OF INT'L EDUCATION, (HE); FOUNDATION FOR RELIGIOUS ACTION ■ 
IN THE SOCIAL AND CIVIL ORDER (fRASSO) and the WHITE H0U3E CONFERENCES. 1313, exposed by 
many patriots is a "wheel"- in the network. NATIONAL MUNICIPAL LEAGUE, (NMU) is an affiliate 
of The Establishment. Rovere named a list as "non" Establishment and a few of these have 
been included in this scant documentation.
